to no'-Manner of Signification. ; 

I muft premife to thefe People, that they 
allow the Scripture to be the Word of 
GOD, the Rule of Faith, and the Foun- 
dation of all Arguments in this Cafe——. 
This on af Orcafions tty profefs, and if 
they did not, J would fay nothing to them; 
for there is nétarguing with thofe that will 
deny Principles; on this Seppofition, then,

Is this Miracle of raifing a Man from the

fit denly'd the Experiment, and feeondly 
cosdemn’d jt. 28.0 its Signifiéation; and 
the Spirit of GOD, who never aéts in vain, 
cannot deviate from it fel. 

If thea they fly to the Alternative, viz. 
That thisMiracle fhould be wrought to form 
a Faith ia fome new Doétrine yet to be ree

If it be, it is 
net new, and to be revealed— And then 
let us know whit it is—If it be not ia the 
Word of GOD, that is firft to deny the 
Scripture to be a full Revelation of the 
Mind of GOD in our Salvation, a compleat 
Rule of Faith and Dotrine, €c. —-And it 
muft come under one of thefe two Com:

They have but one Refort- mcre, and 
that is, That this Miracle was to confirm 
the Truth of theirbeing Divinély Infpired ; 
and this I prefume, they will not mention 
now, fince the Argument turns fo invinci- 
bly upon them, that the Difappointnient 
muft argue their being Diabollically de-

On the other hand, if this Dr. Eames was- 
a good Man, then let them tell us, if he 
repented or reform’d his profefs'd Socinia-

The Prince of the Air was not let loofe to 


_affright or amufe the People, as he has been 


permitted to do among the Heathens if 
he has the Power toraife Storms, Tempefts, 
Thunders and Lightning, as fome fay be 
¢4n,tho’ I do neither grant or believe it,yet he 
has been reftrain’d from doing it heres the 
Delufion therefore is uncontefted now, and 
you whoin the Simplicity of your Souls gave 
way to it, if any fuch there are, ought 
to be very thankful to Almighty GOD, 
that has thus clearly undeceiv'd you, and 
for the future beware,how you give heed to 
the melancholly Vapours of wild Men, who, 
if they do not on purpofe defign to deceive, 
are yet deceived themfelves, and feek to 
involve you equally in the fame Diftra@ion. 

The Charm is now over, the Snare is 
broken, and if ye pleafe you are. efcaped ; 
if you will mot efcape, mo Body can help that; 
not to abandon thefe Pretences now, would 
be to profef§ your felves willingly impos’d 
upon, and that you court the Delufion even 
as fuch ; mot can you be honeft to your 


1 felves, to your Promifes, or to your Maker, 
_ whofe Judgments you ought to apprehend 
 aré upon you, in giving you up to believe 


Lies and to ftrong Delufions ; the Detign of 


__ which is plain in the Scripture, unlefs you

1 do confeft, the Prevalency of. thisnew 
Delofion has been furprizing, and nothing 
hes been more ftrange to me in it, than co 
fee Men of Sence, of Parts, and 
Charaéters in the World, for their 
ments and Underftanding, fall in wich {¢e— 
Men that have been all theit Lives Religt- 
oufly difpos'd, that have been Mafters of 
Reafon, known in the Seri; and found 
in the Principles of che Chriftian Religion § 
that thefe Men fhould have been: thus 
deluded, feems to fignifie fomething more, 
than if i¢ had been the common Enthufiafin 
of Men weak in Judgment, wild in No- 
tion, abd eafle to be impos’d upon. 

I know, it has been earneMy wifh'd and 
induftrionfly inquic’d into alfo, ghat thefe 
unhappy Delufions fhould have been found 
onty among the Diffemters ; [ome again have 
been fond of laying ic al} a¢ the Door of the 
Quakers, whom they would fain have be 
reckoned the Broachers of thefe Novelties. 
—And this they have efpectally {pread over 
the Nation in the moft remote Parts of {c, 
where I have frequently met withvic, as en» 
tirely thrown upon the Quokers, that it was 
wholly of Kin to the former Excravagaficies, 
as they called them, of chofe People, and was 
only the fame Game of EnthuGalm aQting 
over again.

of it, that there were fewer ofthe Quakers 
among them, than of any Sort or Se& of 
People in this Nation.

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J have pothing:to do-here with the Prin- 
ciples of the Quakers, I leave that to the 
Learned Mr. B-—, who has done more by 
raving at them to make any Man turn Qua- 


ker, than all the Authors Ihave met with— 


Iam not, I fay, entring on the Principles 
of the Quakers, it cannot be thought I thall 
go about to defend what I do not profefs 5 
but thisI may fay, and 1 think in Juftice 
to the prefent Cafe, I ought to fay it, that 


be the ‘Quekers-Cafe right or wrong, that 


‘ds not tothe Purpofe bere— But they have, 
generally (peaking, ftuck clofer to their 
profefs’d Principles, than moft, if not than 
Sort of People among us; you get Men 
from them to ‘other Perfwafions with

" from them, is:he-eafily or often brought to 
fly in the Face of his former Principles, re- 
nounce, Deni and abhor them, as in

. Guakets,,ovt that is not my Bufinefss I 
apply. it here chiefly to hint, that the At- 
tempt to.charge the Opinions of the new 


Prophets on the Quakers, purely becaufe - 


they are, as they call it, Enthufiaftick, is 
no. more an Argument, than it would be to 
charge. it upan any other Seét of People, 
and therefore Juftice obliges me to fay thus 
mach of the.Quakers.
